Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that Calamera does not encrypt 
an address portion of a URL but instead encrypts an entire URL. Applicant's representative further argued that 
Calamera only discloses irreversible one-way hash functions and not actual encryption, citing column 7 (and implicitly 
Figure 4). The Examiner disagreed, noting that Calamera uses DES encryption (which is reversible) in addition to the 
one-way hash function, citing column 8. The Examiner and Applicant's representative further disagreed over what 
would reasonably be considered a URL address portion, with the Examiner arguing that the DOMAIN and PATH relied 
upon in Calamera as an address portion of a URL would conform to the definition set forth in the specification of the 
present application; Applicant's representative argued that the DOMAIN and PATH, along with the ID and other values 
disclosed in Calamera did not meet the definition in the present specification but would represent the entire URL. 

Applicant's representative further argued that the systems disclosed in Levergood and Calamera are incompatible 
because Calamera teaches against conveying information in URL fields for subsequent decryption, noting, for 
example, Calamera, column 3, lines 6-9, where it is stated that the user's identity is not revealed. Applicant's 
representative further argued that Calamera teaches that the encryption key is only held by the alias server system and 
cannot be used by any other for decryption. The Examiner agreed that these contradictions appeared to render the 
references incompatible. Applicant's representative agreed to submit a written response setting forth the above 
arguments formally and in detail for the Examiner's further consideration. 
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
